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(54) HOUSING BODY FOR WASHING 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a housing body for washing which is excellent in 
productivity and is easily crumpled in a washing tank and is excellent even if it is 
used as a housing body of soap powder or even if it is used as a housing body of 
a wash. 

CONSTITUTION: A bag-shaped housing body composed of cloth having 
excellent water permeability is formed in an almost triangular pyramid shape by 
sewing a sheet of cloth cut out in a rectangular shape, and corner parts of the 
housing body are formed in a round shape by sewing or cutting. The length ratio 
of width to length of the cloth is set in about 1:2. The housing body is formed of 
the cloth which is excellent In water permeability and does not pass a grain of 
soap powder, and a fastener 14 to form a bag port-of the housing body is 
arranged on a slant face. The fastener 14 is arranged in an opposing part of the 
mutual short sides cl and c2 of the cloth.
